ory and began experiments to find some sub- 
stance which, if injected into the system, 
would counteract this unknown poison and

This popular idea, which I must say Dr. 
Koch does not encourage, that his treatment 
is something like vaccination, is all bosh. 
Neither he nor any other sensible person could 
thiak that consumption could be cured by one 
or two or three moculations. But what is his 
lymph? He says in the first place that it does 
not destroy the caseate matter, for that must 
be thrown off. Then he admits in another 
connection that the lymph does not destroy 
-e I can’t understand his operation 
at all. 

“Dr. Koch is a bacteriologist, and upon 
that branch of science his fame and fortune 
must stand or fall. I tell you he and his vo- 
laborers are working in the dark. They are 
trying to discover a cure for tuberculosis. 
They are proceeding upon the one idea that 
the bacilli cause it all. They are laboring 
along without any knowledge of the histology 
or pathology of the lungs. That is, neither 
Dr. Koch nor any one of his assistants is fa- 
miliar with the latest discoveries in regard to 
the chemical and microscopical conaition of 
the lungs in either their normal or diseased 
state. 

Dr. Koch’s vaccine, too, is admitted to be 
an ahimal virus, and that is dangerous. Dr. 
Brown-Séquard’s elixir of life was also an 
animal product. You know where that theory 
landed. 

Bacilli Not the Cause of Tuberculosis. 

* Re to our experiments. My proof 
of the idea that the bacilli are not the cause of 
tuberculosis is the fact that in the dissection 
of animals known to have the disease I have 
never been able to find a single bacillus in the 
earher stages. If they are the cause why 
should they not be present from the start? 
You must understand, too, in this connection 
that in all our work Dr. Shurly and I have ex- 
perinrented with animals under control. By 
that the layman must understand that when 
we wanted to treat or dissect a monkey or 
guinea-pig having tuberculosis we inoculated 
two or three. One of these was allowed to 
take his own course without any treatment 
while our experiments were made upon 
the others. After, our investigations had 
been made we had simply to watch the other 
creature which had been similarly inoculated. 
In every case that animal died, and each post- 
mortem showed that tuberculosis was the 
cause of its death. In all the cases we have 
examined ofthis kind Dr. Koch’s bacillus 
tuberculosis was found when the animal had 
reached the caseate period. That is, as soon 
as the lungs began to fill up or a part of their 
tissue gave way to the formation of the tuber- 
cles. In the incipient stages, however, not 
one could be found. | 

„Now, if Dr. K and Prof. Paine are 
right, we are all ng. We think that we 
have proved that consumption and tuberculosis 
are two separate diseases and could not be 
caused by the bacillus tuberculosis. Of 
course, Dr, Shurly and I worked together, and 
yet the labor naturally was divided. We 
both inoculated and treated animals, 
but in the main the greater 
part of the treatment work fell to Dr. Shurly, 
while I devoted my attention to the cultivation 
of the bacilli needed for the experiments, 
made the tests of the various chemicals upon 
them, and did the morbid anatomy. That is, 
I examined séientifically the tissues and bodies 
of the animals that died or were killed for ex- 
amination throughout the work. 

„In the matter of testing the effect of drugs 
upon the bacilli you can readily understand 
that a vast number of different treatments 
were suggested and tried. There is no use 
talking about failures. Nobody is interested 
in that. One case will do for a sample. We 
tried several preparations of ioaoform. At 
first it worked. There was every appearance 
that the drug had the desired effect upon 
the bacilli, and hence would probably 
bring about the desired action upon the blood 
to render inert the poison which was their pro- 
genitor. It was injected into the animals and 
there, too, it appeared to work toacharm. It 
did work in a way, but we soon found that 


MICHIGAN GETS THE SEAT. 


JUDGE R. n. BROWN OF Ae 10 
SUCCEED JUSTICE ee 


His Selection Was a Surprise, but the Ap- 
pointment Gives General Satisfaction, 
Especially Among His Future Associates 
on the Supreme Bench, Who Urged His 
Nomination—The President Would Have 
Preferred Attorney-General Miller, but 
That Gentleman Would Not Accept. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special. }— 

The President today sent to the Senate the 

nomination of Judge Henry B. Brown of 

Michigan to “be Associate Justice of the Su- 

preme Court, vice Samuel F. Miller, deceased. 

The President’s solution of the difficulty by 

the promotion of Judge Brown is looked u 

as a happy one. That he yields a cheri 

purpose in not appointing Attorney-General 

Miller is well known. When met it 

was understood in the Senate that the Attor- 

ney-General was to be named. There was 
some growling, but no disposition to prevent 
confirmation was shown. It is said that Mr. 

Miller himself decided that his selection would 

cause irritation and by his own action re- 

lieved the President from embarrassment. 

As the head of the Department of Justice he 


has won the good will of the Supreme Court 


circle and his briefs have been of a high char- 
acter, but the public at large knew nothing of 
this and his choice would have invited criti- 
cism that the appointment was a personal 


one. 

With Mr. Miller out of the way the drift was 
strongly towards Senator Spooner. But the 
Wisconsin Senator has made so great a reputa- 
tion in public life that his friends advised him 
not to bury his future in a judicial position. 
This met his own ideas, and the President de- 
cided to look elsewhere than in Congress for a 
successor to Justice Miller, Judge Brown had 
an unflinching supporter in Senator Stock- 
bridge. When the vacancy was caused by 
Stanley Matthews’ death Senator Stockbridge 
had urged Judge Brown for the place. But 
Senator McMillan was supporting Alfred 
Russell of Detroit, and so long as the Michi- 
gan people were not agreed there was no 
ehance of the Wolverine State getting the 
prize. Since the death of Justice Miller talk 
has again been heard that Michigan’s chances 
would be spoiled by her having too many can- 


1 didates. But it became known that Mr. Rus- 


sell would not be pressed to the extent of ex- 
cluding the State from representation .on the 
Supreme Bench, and then the way was clear 
for Judge Brown. 

Senators Stockbridge and McMillan are au- 
thorities for saying that the President had in- 
formed them that the contest for the particu- 
lar vacancy had narrowed down to Brewer 
and Brown, but that he hoped to do something 
for Michigan before his Administration closed. 
In the meantime the Michigan Senators pooled 
their issues and united on Brown. Members 
of the Supreme Court were consulted, as they 
usually are, and they were pleased with the 
prospect. The court has needed some one 
versed in admiralty law and Justice Brown 
will be specially valuable on that account. As 
a District Judge he had to pass on the ad- 
miralty questions which naturally came up in 
territory contiguous to the Great Lakes. 

The talk that there was any politics in the 
appointment or that it is a slap at Gen. Alger 
is silly when both Russell and Brown were 
candidates. Gen. Alger’s support was sought 
and he declined to indorse either on the ground 
that both were his friends.

DETROITERS WELL PLEASED. 


Judge Brown’s @ ppointment Gives Great 
Satisfaction at His Home. 

Dezrrorr, Mich., Dec. 23.—[ Special. ]—The 
names of the Hon. Alfred Russell and Judge 
Henry B. Brown, both of Detroit, were pre- 
sented to the President as suitable men to 
succeed the late Associate Justice Miller. The 
appointment of Judge Brown was advocated 
by Senator Stockbridge and that of Mr. Rus- 
sell by Senator McMillan. Mr. Russell was 
supposed to have a better chance for the place 
by r ason of Secretary Proctor’s warm friend- 
ship for him, but when a short time ago it be- 
came known that members of the Supreme 
Court had expressed a marked preference for 
Judge Brown it was seen that the lat- 
ter had an influence behind him that 
was more powerful than that of asimple 
member of the President’s Cabinet. How- 
ever, reports from Washington latterly indi- 
cated that President Harrison had decided to 
elevate Attorney-General Miller to the bench, 
and accordingly it was generally conceded 
that both Michigan men stood very small 
show of appointment. 

Therefore when the news of the appoint- 
ment of Judge Brown reached Detroit this 
afternoon the surprise of Detroit people in 
general amounted to something close to a 
sensation. There were a few men on the 
inside, however, who knew the situation 
right along. It was known that when 
the President was considering the 
vacancy caused by the death of Justice Mat- 


. thews only the names of Justice Brewer and 


Judge Brown were seriously under considera- 
tion; that Justice Brewer was a classmate and 
warm personal friend of Judge Brown; that 
there was a desire on the part of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court to secure and associate 
familiar with admiralty law, and, as Judge 
Brown is especially well equipped in this 
branch of jurisprudence, he was urged on the 
President. ; 

When all these facts were collected Senator 
McMillan withdrew Mr. Russell’s name and 
joined Senator Stockbridge in advocacy of 
Judge Brown’s appointment. 

The appointment was well received in De- 
troit. Judge Brown has a wide acquaintance 
among the people, and while possessing per- 
sonal qualities calculated to give him much 
popularity has the reputation of being an up- 
right and impartial Judge. He was born at 
Lee, Mass., March 2, 1836. His father was a 
manufacthrer and his mother alady of marked 
ability. He graduated from Yale University 
in 1856, having for his classmates Chauncey 
Depew, Judge David J. Brewer, and others 
who have since obtained National reputation.

TELEPHONE SERVICE TO REMAIN COSTLY.

There it is, through 
a long list the Bell company has its hands 
upon a large number of most invaluable 
patents which don’t expire for years after its 
original one. The improbability of there be- 
ing any real competition with the present tele- 
phone monopoly for many years is made ap- 
parent by the recital of these facts. 


WANTS THE RESOLUTION REPEALED, 


A Letter from J. 8. Dunham on the Licens- 
ing of the Chicago Pier. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Dec, 23.—[Special.]— 
Col. Taylor put in the petition-box today a 
letter from J. S. Dunham of Chicago. The 
writer, after reciting the fact that during the 
last session ot Congress Representative Mason 
introduced and caused to be passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing he Secretary of War to grant 
a revocable license for the use of the United 
States pier at Chicago, says: 

The licensing of this pier is against public 
policy and is opposed by the whole lake marine 
interest, except two or three interested parties, 
and by the citizens of Chicago, as was shown by 
Mr. Mason’s overwhelming defeat in our last elec- 
tion. Our City Council has pagsed resolutions 
opposing it, and I inclose you a copy of a resolu- 
tion for the purpose of repealing said joint reso- 
lution and request that you introduce it in the 
House of Representatives and have it passed as 
soon as possible. I also sent one to Senator Far- 
well to be introduced in the Senate for the same 


purpose. 

Col. Taylor also filed the repealing resolu- 
tion and it was referred to the Committee on 
Commerce, of which Mr. Mason is a member.

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FIRST STEEL STEAMERS. 


CHICAGO’S TWIN 1,000-TONNERS AL- 
MOST READY FOR LAUNCHING. 


Longfellow Not in It When It Comes to 
Modern Shipbuilding—The Yards on the 
Calumet More Suggestive, of a Boſler- 
Factory than the Scene of Which the 
Poet Sung— Engineering Problems vs, 
Romance—Something About the Ships. 

Two immense steel steamships stand on the 
stocks at the yards of the Chicego Shipbuild- 
mg company at South Chicago. They are 
nearly ready to be launched into the Calumet 

River. These 1,000-tonners are being built 

for the Minnesota Steamship company. They 

aretwins, and wili be finished at about the 
same time. As the first steel vessels built so 
far west as Chicago they are of special inter- 
est. They represent the first season’s success- 
ful work of a pioneer shipbuilding company. 
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The Chicago Shipbuilding company is com- 
posed ef Cleveland and Chicago capitalists 
who are interested in iron industries and lake 
shipping. J. F. Parkhurst, Luther Allen, and 
W. J. Babcock are respectively President, 
Vice-President, and General Manager. In the 
directorate are J. F. Parkhurst, M. A. Hanna, 
H. M. Hanna, Luther Allen, W. I. Babcock, 
Robert Forsyth, and William L. Brown. — 

Early in the year this company secured a 
tract of about twenty-one acres lying between 
One Hundredth and One Hundred 
and Second streets, along the east 
bank of the Calumet River. 
Work was commenced at once on shops, store- 
rooms, and offices, and in cutting three slips, 
each 400x100 feet. It is between two of these 
slips that the two vessels lie side by side like 
twin giants. It is a scene at present of great 
activity. Three hundred men are at work 
putting on the finishing touches before they 
are launched. 

The romantic side as set forth by Loagfel- 
low and the “immoral” features which 
the City of Churches has discovered in the 
“Launching of the Ship are both lost sight 
of in the practical problems of engineering 
presented by these two giants as they stand 
high and dry on the banks of the Calumet 
River. Each weighs 1,000 tons and must be 
moved bodily into the slip, which lies parallel 
with it. In fact, the poet isn’t in it when it 
comes to the improved modern methods. It 
is difficult to realize the possibility of the con- 
struction of a ship entirely of iron. The grad- 
ual increase in the use of structural iron in- 
stead of timber in the construction of build- 
ings seems to be in the natural course of 
things. The prediction of railway men that 
the car of the future will be of steel appears 
to be rational. But however matter of fact 
these uses of metal seem the idea of an all- 
iron vessel is a trifle hard to grasp. Long- 
fellow wrote no less truly for his day 
poetically in the lines:

By way of strong contrast there are a few 
tons of ironin sight at the South Chicago 
yards—iron plates for deck and sides, angle 
iron framework, and iron rivets by the barrel. 

Dimensions of the Twins. 


The vessels as they now stand are 308 feet in 
length over all, with a keel of 292 feet. The 
beam is forty feet and the depth twenty-five 
At present they do not contain a single 
stick of timber, so that the traditional ship 
carpenter would seem to be without an occu- 
pation. The main deck, however, will be 
floored with lumber and the hold ceiled with 
the same material. 

The keel and bottom will be almost flat, with 
full rounding sides, like the average vessel 
built for lake service. The skin, or outside 
covering, is plate iron varying from one-half 
to three-fourths of an inch in thickness. There 
are twelve tons of plates on each side, or, as 
they are termed, twelve strakes. The keel 
strake and top strake will be of three-fourths 
inch plates. : 

The vessels when complete and ready for de- 
livery to the Minnesota Steamship company 
will have cost $210,000. The,carrying capacity 
of each will be 2,500 tons. They are being 
fitted for the Lake Superior iron trade. Each 
will have eight hatches. The weight of a steol 
vessel is far less than that of a wooden vessel 
of equal capacity. The plates and angle irons 
at present come from the East, but will soon 
be furnished from the Illinois Steel company’s 
immense plant at the mouth of the Calumet 


River, where immense open-hearth steel- 


works and plate-mill are well advanced. The 
relations between certain of the stockholders 
in either company are close, and the interests 
of the two companies in certain respects are 
practically identical. 

How the Material Is Handled. 


The material will be delivered over a side- 


track of the Calumet River railroad and trans- 
ferred to the shops by a traveling crane of 
sixty-two feet span. One of the marvels of 
the yards is a steam cantalever crane of 160 
feet span which runs on trestle-work fifty feet 
above ground and sets each plate and 
beam in its appointed place. The plates are 
shaped ready for use by being passed through 
heavy clamps and rollers. So much of the 
work is ee the — 3 er, 
riveting is done outside.

THE COMPLAINT OF THE FARMERS, 


Judge Lindley on the Grievance Against 
the Live-Stock Exchange. 

Judge Cicero J. Lindley, State President of 
the F. M. B. A., was at the Grand Pacific yes- 
terday. He said he had sent to the office of 
the Attorney-General at Springfield a state- 
ment of the grievances against the Chicago 
Live-Stock Exchange on which the Attorney- 
General will be asked to file an information 
in the nature of a quo warranto to forfeit the 
charter of the ex 0. statement re- 
cites substantially the facts shown in TAN 
Trrbusz of Monday. Briefly they are that 
owners of live stock, and 2 
the members of the American Live- 
Stock company, are excluded from selling 
cattle and hogs by a rule of the Stock Ex- 
change that members of the exchange shall 
not purchase of any one not a member. Any 
member of the American Live-Stock com- 
pany who has cattle to sell is compelled to 
turn them over to a member of the exchange. 

“The charter of the American Live-Stock 
company, which is composed exclusively of 
— said Judge Lindley, requires 
that 65 per cent of the net proceeds of 
its business be distributed among the mem- 
bers according to the number of cattle and 
hogs — — by each. That is what the 
Stock Exchange objects to, though what right 
they have to object I don’t know. Ifthe 
Stock Exchange handles our stock we have to 
pay 50 cents a head. Armour, Swift, and 
other packers say they would be willing to 
buy direct of the American Live-Stock com- 

y or amy one else, but they have to abide 
sg the ations of the exchange, which 


controls things at the Stock-Yards.”’ 


It is claimed that the amendment to the 
rules of the exchange providing that no mem- 
ber of the exchange shall pu his stock 
from any commission merchant not a mem- 
ber of exchange is important to the mem- 
bers and their business interests, and to the 
enforcegnent under the rules of the exchange 
of the contracts of members, and to the en- 
forcement of the proper discipline provided 
by such rules or any adequate discipline over 
its members. But it is also provided that 
nothing in such amendment shall prohibit any- 

y from selling his own live stock or pro- 
hibit members of the exchange from buying 

same. The rule applies only to parties do- 
ing a re commission .business of selling 
live stock on this market for non-resident 
shippers and owners. 

Attorney-General Hunt was in the city yes- 
terday on business.

How the McKinley Bill Has Affected an 
Important Branch of Art, 

New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.]—And now 
the photographers raise their voices in protest 
against the McKinley bill. They say it has 
increased the duty upon nearly ali things con- 
nected with their art. This, they assert, has 
not had as a justification the protection of 
American industry, since in one important 
branch of the trade there has been a heavy in- 
crease in duty on an article that is not now 
nor ever has been manufactured successfully 
in America. Photographers, therefore, look 
upon this increase in duty -as little less than 
a direct and unwarranted tax upon art. 

A Philadelphia manufacturing company en- 
joyed a monopoly of the manufacture and 
sale of pho phic mounts in this country 
until six ye ago, when a German manu- 
facturer introduced samples that so far sur- 
passed the domestic article in quality and fin- 
ish that the goods rapidly gained a wide repu- 
tation, though they cost more than the domes- 
tic product. In the McKinley bill the firm 
saw its chance to. force the trade to use the 
cheaper product. Under the old law card- 
board in sheets, or cut but not printed, paid 
a duty of 15 per cent ad valorem; when print- 
ed or embossed 25 per cent ad valorem.

THE GRANT MONUMENT. 

The New York World, discussing the mat- 
ter of the Grant monument, says: 

Tun Curicaco Trisuns, returning to its preju- 
dices, urges Congress not to make ‘an appropri- 
ation for any monument in this city until New 
York builds the Grant monument. New York 
has not asked for any such appropriation and 
it has never offered to build the Grant monu- 
ment. It has supposed that other cities would 
like to contribute to a memorial of the great 
soldier, and for iteelf it has subscribed a large 
sum—probably more than three times as much 
as any other city will raise. Tun Tarom is 
mistaken in the city at which it rails. It is not 
New York, at all events, that is in the habit of 
asking Federal aid. The immediate occasion 
for this particular outbreak of meanness is the 
defeat in Congress of a bill to erect such a mon- 
ument at Fort Greene, Brooklyn, to the victims 
of the British prison ships.

The New York World evades the i 
pettifogs the case. The family of Gen. Grant 
consented that his body should be buried in 
that city because the Committee of One Hun- 
dred promised that it should rest in an appro- 
priate locality and that New York would raise 
the money to build an appropriate monument.

The utmost it has 
done is to employ some architects to make 
designs, instead of artists, and the plan of one 
of them has been accepted. We need not go 
beyond the statements of New York artists 
and critics to learn that it is a monstrosity. 
We need not go beyond the official descrip- 
tion of the architect himself to learn that the 


plan contemplates a temporary structure, 


which may be finished at some indefinite time 
in the future, contingent upon a fund which 
never will be raised, and which in the mean- 
time will have the outward aspect of a finishad 
structufe ! 

Our New York contemporary knows well 
enough that the people of this country have 
not and will not contribute towards the build- 
ing of this monument because they feel that 
New York has violated its contract. They 
feel that New York is in honor bound to build it. 
It is not because they are lacking in reverence 
for the memory of the Old Commander, in ad- 
miration of his personal traits, or in gratitude 
for his distinguished services. They were. not a 
party to this contract. When the proper time 
comes they will erect an appropriate monu- 
ment at the appropriate place, but they can 
have nothing to do with a monument near the 
road-house in New York City. They were not 
consulted when the committee of one hun- 
dared millionaires made its compact and they 
were not expected to contribute. As New 
York is bound by its honor to build the monu- 
ment, and as it has ample wealth—vastly 
more wealth than any other American city— 
with which to do it, they see no reason why 
the other cities should be called upon. 

More than this, the people of this country 
know that it is not altogether a question of 
money with New York. They feel and know 
that it is because New York cares nothing for 
Gen. Grant’s memory, but is neglecting his 
last resting-place and allowing it to 
be desecrated by disgraceful surropndings. 
New York had no love for Gen. 
Grant during the war and it threw 
every possible obstacle in the way of his suc- 
cess. It had no love for Gen. Grant after the 
war, and when the people of the country glad- 
ly honored him with office it piled up its 
hugest majorities against him. It was the 
sharks of Wall street who ruined him finan- 
cially. For all these reasons the people of the 
United States feel aggrieved that his body 
should be in the keeping of that Tammany- 
ridden metropolis which never has cared any- 
thing for him, which is amply able to erecta 
monument, which promised to do it, and 
which has gone back on its plighted word. It 
is possible that in the next Congress New 
York will be found clamoring to the Demo- 
cratic majority for help, but even there its 
case will be hopeless. Democrats in the 
House have no more regard for Gen. Grant 
than Democrats in New York, and they will 
vote against an appropriation for partisan 
reasons. Republicans may be relied upon to 
vote against it because they do not want 
their old leader’s body to remain in New 
York. 


A JANUS-FACED M’KINLEYITE ORGAN. 

It is a pity that the McKinleyites and their 
organs cannot agree as to the effect of the in- 
creased duties on wool on the price of the 
product of the American sheep-owner. Prior 
to the passage of the McKinley bill it was 
claimed by all of its friends who had anything 
to say publicly on the subject that the higher 
duties would put up the price of American- 
grown wool, the selling value of which they 
said had been reduced by the tariff revision 
of 1883. Messrs. Delano, Harpster, and Law- 
rence, self-appointed guardians of the inter- 
ests of the sheep-owners of this country, de- 
manded that the duties on imported wools be 
raised in order that the farmers might get one 
or two cents a pound more for their fleeces. 
Maj. McKinley, in explaining his bill to the 
House, said that the interests of the domestic 
wool-growers must be protected and for that 
reason, and in order to help them, the duties 
on foreign wool had been put up. He had no 
doubt at that time that the passage of his bill 
would give the American wool-growers better 
prices for their fleeces. 

The bill passed, and has been in force now 
nearly three months. But the latest reports 
from the great wool market of the country are 
that prices are a cent a pound lower than they 
were some weeks ago, at which time they were

| of the duties on imported wool would be to 


lower the price of their fleeces. No such 
mania for truth-telling prevuiled in a solitary 
Congressional district. If the McKinleyites 
believed really that home-grown wool was to 
fall in price, then they tried to play a stupen- 
dous confidence game on the wool-growers, for 
they never hinted to them it would happen.

S. A. KEAN’S BUSINESS METHODS. 

As near as can be made out from the state- 
ments of Mr. S. A. Kean he set out in the 
banking business after the dissolution of the 
partnership with Mr. Preston with a cash cap- 
ital of $10,000. He made $40,000, and put that 
into his business, and at various times swelled 
his nominal capital by accommodation paper 
and worthless mortgages, but at no time does 
he seem to have had more than $50,000 in 
cash, while his deposits ran up to half a mill- 
ion or more. It is evident he did not have 
money enough for the extensive business he 


conducted, and had he been a banker he Pen 0 


have known it all along. 

Nor does he seem to have had any concep- 
tion of the real value -of the queer collection 
of swamp lands disputed titles and other 
curiosities which he calls assets. In the eyes 
of those who have examined them critically 
they are next to worthless. To him they seem 
all along to have been worth hundreds of 
thousands. Mr. Kean evidently was as poor a 
judge of the value of land as he was an in- 
different banker. 

It is hard to believe, however, that he did 
not know that the $25,000 of utterly worthless 
mortgages which he got from one source and 
the accommodation paper he got from others 
had no value, were not assets, and could not 
form a part of his capital. Yet he reported 
his capital and surplus at $120,000, when a 
good part of that suzn was represented by the 
valueless stuff mentioned above. How did he 
settle that matter with his conscience? How 
did he persuade himself that it was right to do 
these things? Doubtless he argued that it was 
for the good of the depositors; that these 
stuffed statements would increase confi- 
dence in the bank, prevent any disastrous 
runs, and enable him to keep along till pros- 
perous business or the admission of a partner 
who really had some money would enabie 
him to put things on a firmer basis. It is im- 
possible to imagine. that a man.of Mr. Kean’s 
religious nature ever dreamed of cheating 
anybody. Buthe was in a hole and might 
have thought a little evil permissible if it did 
a great good—dhd Jet him and his depositor s 
out. 

But while Mr, Kean’s intentions were of the 
best possible nature his actions were not, and 
had an irreligious man run a bank on the 
lines of Mr. Kean the chances are he would 
have been called not merely a bad banker but 
ascamp, who for many years had been fed 
and clothed and housed by the money of his 
depositors, Does not the fact that a man has 
for years been doing a bond business of about 
a mitlion-and a deposit business of half a 
million on a capital of $50,000—something 
in which not one man out of a hundred could 
escape bankruptcy—prove that it is time for 
the State to have an eye on private bankers? 


CONTROLLING RAILROADS. ~~ 

The report by Attorney-General Leese of 
Nebraska setting forth what are apparently 
the two alternatives of railroad control for the 
future is a powerful document. It presents a 
strong array of facts,.and if some of the state- 
ments may be objected to as trite they are 
none the less true. He concedes the claim 
that the owners of stock in railroad corpora- 
tions are eutitled to a fair return on the. 
money they have invested, but insists they 
have no right to any more than that. He 
then states it as a notorious fact that in many 
instances the only money invested in the rail- 
road is that derived from the sale of bonds, 
the stock to an equal amount being issued 
gratuitously to the shareholders, who 
then want the people of the State 
to pay full dividends on it in the 


shape of extortionate charges for transpor- . 


tation. This is not only wrong as a matter of 
equity, but in direct violation of the law, 
which provides that the capital cannot exceed 
the actual cost of the property and that any 
fictitious increase of capital stock or other in- 
debtedness of any such corporations shall be 
void. Hesaysit is admitted that the rail- 
roads in Nebraska have outstanding stock toa 
large amount that has not been issued for 
money, labor, or property, and the several re- 
ports of these railroads show dividends on all 
such stock. Yet it is now proposed to bring 
these and other lines under an autocratic con- 
trol for the purpose of further increasing the 
burdens of the people, making them pay for 
larger dividends on this fictitious capital. 

Mr. Leese thinks the only remedy for all 
this is that the Government should assume the 
control and ownership of all the railrodds and 
begin by taking possession of the Union Pa- 
cific by foreclosing its lien upon that proper- 
ty. There can be no question that the last 
named act would be one of strict justice. The 
Government has a right to ‘control the road 


in the interest of the people, and ought to do 


so, because the transportation company is os- 
tensibly a servant of the public and has com- 
mitted itself to the responsibilities of that po- 
sition by receiving important aid in such ca- 
pacity. 

The Government has a moral” as well as a 
legal right to see that all its citizens are dealt 
with on equal and just terms, but it could 
only obtain ownership of all the railroads by 
purchase or confiscation. To buy out all the 
lines in the country at the-extravagant valua- 
tion now fixed on them by their manipu- 
lators and the further appreciation that would 
be insisted on if there were a prospect of such 
legislation being pushed through could only 
be done by. saddlmg on the people a far 
heavier load than the one they are now carry- 


ing. It would mean the buying out of the 


property at far more than its actual worth 
and taxing the present as well as future gen- 
erations to pay the debt. It is not difficult to

The Leese utterance 
is only one of many which may be expected 
to be provoked by the menace of a combine 
to place thie farming classes at its mercy and 
once more institute and enforce the policy of 
making the traffic pay all it can bear. 


HOME RULE Is SAVED. | 

Mr. Parnell’s defeat in the Kilkenny elec- 
tion is complete. In a total vote, of 3,883 the 
majority for Hennessy, the anti-Parnellite, is 
1,171. The Parnellite Scully obtained only 
1,356 votes, against 2,527 cast for his oppo- 
nent. The abstentions were numerous. But 
all those who refused to vote were not Union- 
ists, as the press dispatches might lead one to 
think. In 1885 the Unionists made a hot tight 
and polled only 174 votes. There are not more 
than 200 Tory voters, all told, in the constit- 
uency. About 1,200 Nationalists refrained 
from voting, either because they could not 
come to a decision on the issue or because they 
did not like by their votes to manifest any 
want of gratitude towards the man to whom 
all Ireland owes so much. 

The unexpectedly large majority settles the 
question of the Irish leadership. Mr. Parnell 
is out of the question in the future. The Irish 
alliance with the English Liberals will be 
maintained. The policy of hate which it was 
sotght to revive will have to be abandoned. 
The madcaps of the Irish physical force” 
party, so called, who thought they saw in the 
rupture between Mr, Parnell and the majority 
of his colleagues an opportunity to come to. 
the front again will be disappointed. They 
will have to retire. 

The vote in Kilkenny is a vote of confidence 
in Mr. Gladstone. It is a verdict against Mr. 
Parnell’s unscrupulous and untruthful attack 
on the great Englishman. It means that 
Irish people have too much sense to follow 
will-o’-the-wisp hillside patriots, who “ talk 
and talk and never a deed will do.“ As such 
it will restore confidence and harmony among 
the English Liberals. It will strengthen the 
determination of Mr. Gladstone and his fol- 
lowers to do justice to Ireland and to grant a 
liberal measure of home rule to that country. 
The reconstructed Irish party will more than 
any Irish party before enjoy the confidence of 
the British masses. 


MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS. 

The latest census document contains a state- 
ment of the financial condition of 858 muni- 
cipalities inthe United States for this year as 
compared with 1880. The total of their 
bonded debts is $745,949,786, being an increase 
of $55,750,139 in the decade, In the Middle 
States 192 cities show an increase of 8 per 
cent, New England with 248 cities an increase 


of 14 per cent, and 335 Western cities have in- 


creased 17 per cent, while three Territorial 
cities have enlarged their indebtedness 180 
per cent. The aggregate floating debts of all 
is, however, $6,295,094 less than ten years 
ago, mostly in the New England and Southern 
States, Also the sinking fund shows a ma- 
terial increase, and there is a great gain in 
available resources, as indicated by the fol- 
lowing table:

A DISAPPOINTED FAT-FRYER. 

By the old Tariff law the duty on tissue copy- 
ing-paper was 25 per cent ad valorem. This 
gave abundant protection, and. the American 
manufacturers were making a fair living. 
But when they saw other manufacturers troop- 
ing to Washington to get duties raised that 
they might do a little fat-frying the tissue- 
paper men decided to join the procession. 
Since the substance of the American con- 
sumer was to be cut up and parceled out 
among the mill bosses they thought they 
might as well have their share. 

So they sent an agent to Washington, who 
impressed on the Committee on Ways and 
Means the necessity for fostering this particu- 
lar American industry. The result was that 
the duty was raised to 8 cents a pound and 15 
per cent ad valorem. For the old 25 per cent 
duty this new one was substituted, which 
ranges, with the quality of the paper, from 40to 
95 per cent. The manufacturers did not ask 
for this advance that they might. benefit the 
American consumer. On the contrary, one of 
them says explicitly: The increase in duty 
was asked for to enable us to put up the 
prices of our American-made copying 
paper. Asa matter of fact we did advance as 
soon as the bill became a law.“ Paper which 
had been selling at 85 cents a team went up to 
a dollar, and that which had been bringing a 
dollar was marked up to $1.20. 

The manufacturers were exultant, Little 
they cared for the result of the elections and 
the defeat of the Republican party. They 
were making money hand over fist, and so they 
joined in lustily in the cry of the Bourbon 
Republican Congressmen: “ Stand by the Mc- 
Kinley bill.”

The wife then sold an interest in 
her mill for $4,000 and threugh the husband placed 
it in St. Paul real estate, which by careful 
handling netted a fortune of over $300,000. With 
a portion of this money Mrs. Barteau took an ex- 
tended trip to Europe, remaining there two years. 
While she tarried on the Continent Mr. Barteau 
secured a divorce and married Miss Mary Bailey, 
one of the handsomest girls in St. Paul's first 
circles, to whom he deeded all his property. 

About this time Mrs. au returned from 
Europe in a hurry and in a tower of passion ong 
charged that she had been divorced and beateli. 
out of her property through fraud. She instituted 
a suit in the district court charging Barteau and 
Miss Bailey with conspiracy to deprive her of her 
marital rights and her money. It was shown that 
some remarkable documents were sent to ber in 
Europe, in which she signed away her 

roperty rights under a misapprehension.

No. 1—A male aged about 30. Was a month 
under treatment.

Both were badly ulcerat- 
ed and the sputum was full of bacilli tuberculo- 
ses. Treatment at once commenced. It incl 
the chloride of gold and 1odine injections and the 
inhalations of the c e and chloride sodium. 
This was an . case, but the treatment 
was well borne. The coug and expectoration 
gradually decreased, as did the night are 
tions. The patient became stronger, until he 
was allowed to leave the hospital Dec, There 
were.no bacilli in the sputum at this time, the 
cough had entirely ceased, and the 
tient lies in as fair a condition of h th 
as he had ever been, He was notin as full fies 
as he had been previous to his. sickness, which 
had extended over a period of nearly four years, 
but declared that he felt as well ag ever. Since 
the date of his discharge no treatment has been 
administered and the patient is still gaining 
strength and flesh. 

No. 2—A male, aged 30. Came to the hospital 
Nov. 1. He had been sick since February, 1889. 
Had been coughing all alongand had had three 
hemorrhages from the lungs. The sputum was 
examined and found to contain the bacilli to a 
considerable amount. He was much emaciated, 
having lost twenty-five pounds since March, 1890. 
He had had the grip and several hemorrhages 
within the last few months. The case presented 
all the well-known symptoms of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. Treatment 222. and inhalations 
was at once begun. At this time he expectorated 
considerably and cough dly; at the end 
of a week both the expectoration and cough 
began to yield to the treatment. Noy. 24 he was 
discharged. The cough and e toration had 
both disappeared, the patient had gained in 
weight, and was f much stronger. He con- 
tinues the treatment by inhalations and reports 
eee to be still improving. a 

0. 3—A female, aged 16. Entered the hospital 
Nov. 18. Examination showed that the right lun 
was in a stateof caseation. . Her iliness dat 
from July. 1890, when a fit of sickness ended in a 
cough. This was a marked case in the incipient 
stage. The sputum contained the bacilli and the 
outward symptoms were all present. The treat- 
ment began at once and continued until Nov. 18. 
The patéent showed signs of improvement at the 
end of the first week, although there was some 
slight difficulty in using the inhalations, owing to 
the irritation of the throat. At the time of her 
discharge her condition was decidedly improved.

How Weak Lungs Are Strengthened. 

The next step is the use of a gymnastic 
apparatus which o¢cupies & Corner near the 
pueumatic cabinet.

Each occu- 
pies a separate box or cage, and each com- 
partment bears its proper label showing when 
the occupant was inoculated and the person or 
animal from which the son was taken.

THE HOUR MOST FATAL TO LIFE. 


Death Is Abroad Between 5 and 6 O'clock 
in the Morning. . 

Have the hours most fatal to life ever been 
ascertained? was the question recently asked 
of a prominent Philadelphia physician. 

Yes, to a certain extent, was his reply. I 
have the data here of some very interesting 
conclusions ascertained in 2,880 instances of 
The*examples are taken 
from all conditions of life and during a period 
of several years. If the deaths of these 2,880 
had occurred indifferently at any hour during 
the twenty-four, 120 would have occurred each 
hour; but this was by no means the case. 
The are two hours in which the proportion was 
remarkably below this—two minima, as it 
were—namely: from midnight to 1 o’clock, 
when the deaths were 83 per cent below the 
average, and from noon to 1 o’clock, when 
* were 20% per cent below. From 3 to 6 
o' elock a. m., inclusive, and from 3 to 7 p. m., 
there is a gradual increase, in the former of 
234 per cent above the average, in the latter 
of 54¢ per cent. maximum of death is 
from 5 o’clock to 6 o’clock a. m., when it is 40 
per cent above the average; the next during 
the hour before midnight, when it is 26 per 
cent in excess. A third hour of excess is that 
from 9 o’clock to 10 o’clock in the morning, 
that hour bei 1744 per cent above the 
average. From 10am. to 3 p m. the deaths 
are less numerous, being 1644 per cent below 
the ave , the hour before noon being the 
most fa From 3 o’clock p. m. to 7 p m. the 
death-rate rises 5 per cent above the average, 
and then falls from that hour until 11 p m., 
when it averages 64¢ below the mean. Dur- 
ing the hours from 9 to 11 o’clock in the 
evening thergis a minimum of 644 below the 
average. Thus it will be seen that the great- 
est mortality is during the hours from 3 to 6 
o’clock in the morning, the midday hours, 
from 10 to 3 o’clock furnishing the least 
average hourly death-rate.

The pure natural leaf in its yellow hue is un- 
doubtedly the finest tobacco in the market. But 
sO many accidents conspire to render the fin- 
est leaves scarce that even the natural leaf is 
imitated. Coarse leaves dre bleached by the 
use of chlorine to the Paar of yellow color 
of the natural leaf, and sulphuric acid prop- 
erly diluted will produce the little freckles 
vou so often see. So don't ever be misled by 
the freckled cigar. 

But the men who chew are in even more 
danger of being poigoned than those who 
smoke. The nice plug, with the pretty 
pieces of tin on it, which looks so inviting, 
is soaked with all kinds of vile stuff. I know 
of a factory where New England rum is used 
to sprinkle the tobacco used to make plug; 
another where Jamaica rum is put on to 
flavor it, and also another where the rankest 
kind of corn whisky is used. 

I know of a negro in our State who drank 
a wineglassful ofa mixture of Tonque dean 
and wintergreen and died a half-hour. after- 
ward. But this same stuff is used largely to 
adulterate the leaf- that makes 
up the plug tobacco. tell 
you that almost the only chemically pure 
tobacco is that which the planter dries on his 
own roofand smokes it in his pipe, after 
crumbling it himselfin his hands. But the 
simplicity apparently doesn’t please the 
smokers. They prefer to be poisoned.”’

WINDFALL FOR HAMILTON’S HEIRS. 


The Land Warrant Granted to His Widow 
in 1839 Recently Discovered. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Robert Ray Hamilton and Baby Hamil- 
ton may soon be the recipients of quite a nice 
sum of money out of the coffers of the United 


States. Robert Ray Hamilton was the great- 


grandsor of Alexander Hamilton. Since Ray 
Hamilton’s death in Montana a document has 
been found which has some historical interest. 
It is a land warrant issued to the widow of the 
late Alexander Hamilton for his distinguished 
services to his country in its struggles for in- 
dependence. The original warrant was issued 
to Alexander Hamilton’s widow and heirs by 
the Secretary of War, under act of Congress 
approved 1806, in 1813. The widow, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Schuyler Hamilton, lost or mislaid the 
document. Congress, therefore, with the 
idea of placing her in a position to 
realize upon it, granted her relief by special 
act approved March 3, 1839. The relief was 
a bounty land warrant for 450 acres of land 
in lieu of a warrant for a like quantity issued 
in the name of the widow and heirs. war- 
rant was No. 622. It was therefore never re- 
turned to the General Land Office and the 
land never located. The records do show, 
however, that the warrants immediately pre- 
ceding su ing—Nos. 621 and 623—is- 


sued under same act, but to other parties, | 


were satisfied and canceled. These were 
undoubtedly similar in all respects, except as 
to name end antity of land, as No. 622, 
issued to Mraz: Hamilton. They provide that 
the “land. be located from 
any unlocated parts of the  fifty- 
four townships and fractional quarter town- 
ships reserved for original holders of military 
warrants.“ The new warrant was issued 
peompay in conformity wita the special act, 

ut has also not been satisfied. Now, after 
a lapse of more than fifty years, the heirs 
have come forward to claim their rights. The 
matter is in the hands of Mr. James Lowndes, 
attorney of this city. Investigation at the 
General Land Office shows that the warrant is 
perfectly good, and will be recognized and 
promptly honored by the Government by .is- 
suance of scrip. The necessary formalities 
will consist in proving as to who are the legal 
heirs. In order to do this it is probable that

When the Democratic 
Senators attempt to attack it with the inten- 
tion of talking it to death—or until March 4— 
the presiding officer will rule that debate is 
notin order, taking his stand on the broad

AMAZED AT SENATOR FARWELL. 

His Interviews Cause Great Astonishment 

Among Politicians 4t Washington. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
About a dozen interviews with Senator Far- 
well appear in the Eastern papers telegraphed 
from Chicago. They have caused undisguised 
amazement in political cireles in Washington.

VERMONT AMONG THE DOUBTFUL STATES. 
The Farmers’ League Will Cut a Big Figure 


in Future Elections, 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 23.—[Special.]—The 
new Farmers’ League in Vermont promises 
to be aserious menace to Republican ascenden- 
cy in the State. The organization has been in 
existence only about a year and yet it already 
has within its ranks 20,000 voters. The recent 
session of the Legislature failed to pass any 
one of the special measures. urged by the 
farmers. The result has been a decided im- 
petus in the league movement. They have 
now a State league, branch organizations in 
every county in the State, and in many towns 
local leagues. Ex-Lieut.-Gov. Colton of Iras- 
burg, formerly a strong Republican and at 
present supporting that party on National 
issues, is at the head of the organization. 

Vermont voters are divided roughly into 
50,000 Republicans and 20,000 Democrats. 
The leagues draw from both parties, but by 
far the most from Republican ranks. The 
farmers will put an independent State ticket 
in the field at the next election and there is 
every chance of their carrying it. The State 
fight will be made on the issues of a separate 
agricultural college and single taxation. 

The University of Vermont now enjoys the 
$40,000 which comes to the State annually 
from the United States land-grant funds, and 
farmers are not satisfied with the agricultural 
training offered their sons by that university 
in return for it. A bill providing for the es- 
tablishment of a separate college the 
recent House but was killed in the Senate.

ALASKA EXPLORATIONS. 


PROPOSED EXPEDITION TO UNKNOWN 
PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. ~ 


What Might Be Accomplished by a Thor 


ough Examination of the Resources of 
the Territory—Good Agricultural Land, 
It Is Believed, Is to Be Found in the 


Interior — An Investigation Likely to | 


Hurry the Building of a Transconti- 
nental Railroad. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special. ]— 
Comparatively nothmg is known of Alaska. 
There has never been any real exploring ex- 
pedition of its interior. Some daring ad- 
,venturers have pursued the course of some of 
: the leading streams of the Territory, but there 
is no exact knowledge concerning the topog- 
raphy of its interior or of its geological or 


mineralogical character. There is a proposi- 


tion now pending before Congress for the pur- 
pose of building a central station in Alaska. 
This station is to be used as the rendezvous 
for scientists to be sent out by the Govern- 
ment to examine into the real character of 
this country. It is said by army officers who 
have been in Alaska that its riches are 
great and that their development is only 
just begun. It is so far away and 
the communication is 80 poor that 
the public hears but little of what 1s being 
done there. In the southern strip of the Ter- 
ritory, below Mount St. Elias, there are today 
some of the largest quartz mills in the world. 
In the mines there are developing expected 
riches. This little strip alone exported last 
year products to the value of more than $9,- 


000,000. It is common to associate Alaska 
with the Arctic regions, but people forget that 


the greater portion of it is in the same lati- 
tude with England, and that the Japanese cur- 
‘rent tempers its climate as the Gulf stream 
does the atmosphere of England. The aver- 


age temperature during the winter, even in 
the southern partion of the Territory, is not 


below 32°. 
Agricultural Land in the Interior, 

Explorers who have been up and down some 
of the swift streams report evidences of a 
tropical vegetation. At any rate it is certain 
that in the central portion of the Territory 
there is an enormous stretch which can be 
used as agricultural land. It is exactly as 
good land and as favorably situated as that of 
the great wheat belt of Russia. It is also in 


the same line with some of the best agri- 


cultural portions of Sweden and Norway. 
But it is not from an agricultural standpoint 
alone that this exploration is being prepared. 
It is believed that Alaska, from surface indica- 
tions, contains inexhaustible wealth in the 
shape of gold, silver, copper, and iron. The 
silver mines now being worked in the south- 
ern strip are very rich and profitable. From 
the peculiar formation of the mountain 
ranges experts who have already visited the 
the indications point 
to most valuable of discoveries. 
The fur trade of the interior is 

undeveloped. More than this, the interior 
streams are alive with magnificent fish. In- 
deed one of the returning explorers relates a 


fish story which is quite the equal of anything 


I have ever heard. He says in some of 
the streams fish are so thick that in regen 4 
down in the shallows they fill the water to su 
an extent as to crowd out fish on to the banks. 
It is said in behalf of this expedition it will 
cost no more than a hundred thousand dollars; 
and that the Government cannot af- 
ford to . neglect m3 longer a care- 
ful examination an study of the 
possibilities of riches to be found in this 
country. The Secretary of War has earnestly 
recommended that this expedition be ap- 
proved by Congress, and it is probable that 
it will be so approved unless it is lost in the 
hurry of the short session. 
A Tr ental Railroad. 

The development of this Territowy will un- 
doubtedly lead to a reviving of the project of 
a great transcontinental railroad which will 
enable peoplé to go to Europe without cross- 
ing the ocean. Solong as the country be- 
tween Washington Territory and Behring 
Straits showed nothing but forest and deserts of 
ice no combination of capital could have been 
found t enough to be enlisted in an enter- 
prise which could not by any ibility have 
paid in passing through an undevelo coun- 
try, but if it can be shown that Alaska is a 
country rich in mimerals that fact alone will 
result in a railroad being built to Alaska from 
Washington Territory. The Western coast of 
British America has also developed 
rich mineral regions. I am told by 
railroad experts that there is nothing 
which is so sure to — enlist rail- 
road enterprise as rich mineral developments. 
If, then, Alaska itself develops enough to 
draw to it a railroad from the Northwest, 
then the rest of the project would be com- 
paratively easy. Russia is now building a

transcontinental Siberian railroad and within 


ten years will have the road completed to the 
extreme eastern limit. Ten years will meana 
good deal in the history of Alaska, as many 
vigorous-minded explorers are turning their 
attention to the fascinating subject of Alaska 
and its possibilities. Behring Strait in its 
narrowest portion is not over twenty-five 
miles in width. It is but a trifle more than 
the English Channel between Calais and 
Dover.
